T fifth Annual Meeting of this association 
mveaed at Huidekoper Hall this morning. The

Utoona. the President of the League, Wm. D. 
Forten, Esq.. J. C. White, Jr., andO. V. Catto, of j 
Philadelphia, 0. L. C. Hughes, Esq., Editor of the 1 
Harrisburg Progress oj Liberty, and Profs. S. A. 
Seale, and G. S. Woodson of Pittsburgh. 

The League was called to order by Mr. Nesbit, 
who stated that the meeting would be opened with 
religions services by Rev. John Peck, of Pitts¬ 
burgh, who gave out the Hymn commencing: 

"From aU that dwell below the skies, 

Let the Creator', praise arise." 

which was sung. 

Rev. Mr. Peck then addressed the Throne of 
Grace, asking that the Divine Blessing might rest 
npon the deliberations of the League. 

By direction of the President the Call for the 
Filth Annual Meeting of the League was read by 
ihe Secretary. 

The President briefly addressed the meeting, 
irnsting that decorum and harmony would prevail, 
lie had confidence that great results would follow 
their united action and cooperation in due time. 
The roll of Delegates to the Leagne was then 
called. It embraces about 100 names. 

The following Committee on Credentials was 
then appointed : Messrs. C. W. Nigh ton, of New 
Uatle, (Chairman), Pnlpess, of Allegheny City, 
ilughes, of Harrisburg!), Arnett, of Brownsville, 
aud Bedford of Philadelphia. 

An eloquent letter from Mr. James Needham of 
Philadelphia was read, regretting his inability to 
l»o present, but expressing Ills heartfelt sympathy 
in the cause. 

The Committee on Credentials having made their 
report which was adopted, the Convention ad¬ 
journed until 2 o’clock, r. m. 

Pursuant to adjournment the Leagne assembled 
at Huidekoper nail, Tnesdny afternoon at 2 o’clock. 
The attendance was much larger than in the fore¬ 
noon mid the Hall was quite comfortably filled, 
with white as well as black spectators, and quite an 
additional array of the softer acx. The meeting I 
waa opened by the President who proceeded to 
deliver his Annual Address, as follows : 

Gentlemen of the League.—W e have abundant 
reason to thank God, and each to congratulate the 
other, that the Annual recurrence of our Conven¬ 
tion tinds our cause advauced in such a remarka¬ 
ble manner, that to all human appearance the re¬ 
ward of onr labors and the frnition of our hopes is 
almost within onr grasp. 

Tim Pennsylvania State Equal Rights Leagne 
and its auxiliaries have been conducted solely with 
the view of pleading our cause before the nation, 
by inciting our people to efforts at moral reform 
and mental and industrial improvements, to re-1 
move the objections urged against us, and thus 
assist those noble friends who have been struggling 
for our enfranchisement. Since our advent, ob¬ 
noxious and proscriptive laws and discriminations' 
•gaiust us have been removed as by miracle, so 
•hat now onr political redemption seems so near 
as to be beyond the interference of onr hereditary 
and remorseless (but impotent) foe. 

We fondly hope that the nearly completed Fif- 
'eentli Amendment will, at one fell swoop, wipe 
»*ay all legal barriers, and we be allowed to stand, 
*a«h man on his own merits. We claim that by a 
* lr showing, all things being considered, we will 
pot lose by comparison with any other class, yet it 
* not to be denied that in mental, social and in- 
‘ Mtnal sciences there is vast room for improve- 
. en L With our political redemption will come 
njcemive8 and opportunities for the cultivation of 
-‘ the virtues and the amelioration of our con-

The Committee on Finance reported a system 
for raising necessary funds, which, after the'addi¬ 
tion of some amendments, was adopted. 

The Committee on selecting speakers for the 
evening session announced that Prof. AY. H. Day 
and W. D. Forten, Esq., and Miss Molson would 
make addresses. 

Adjourned to 8 p. m. 

EVENING SESSION'. 

The session of the Leagne last evening was 
largely attended, and Huidekoper Hall was crowded 
to overflowing, some of our most prominent cit¬ 
izens giving countenance to the proceedings by ac¬ 
tual presence. At 8 o’clock the President called the 
meeting to order and introduced Miss Mary Mol- 
osn, of Addison, N. Y. The Meadville Republican 
says: 

“ Miss M-is a ‘lady of color,’ that is, she has 

inherited from African ancestors about one-eighth 
of her blood—the other seven-eighth comes from 
Anglo-Saxon progenitors—but nevertheless her 
sympathies appear to be wholly black. She enter¬ 
tained the audience for nearly an hour in an elo¬ 
qnent appeal for ‘ impartial suffrage,’ iu which she 
included female as well as negro suffrage. She ana¬ 
thematized with cutting sarcasm the treatment of | 
the red and black man by the white man in this 
country, and her sharp witticisms on the ‘ superi¬ 
ority of the white race,’ frequently elicited roars of 
laughter. She has a clear and distinct voice, and 
speaks with earnestness and precision. AVe would 
advise Anna Dickinson to look to her laurels. A 
vote of thanks was given Miss Molson at the con¬ 
clusion of her address, to which Prof. Hamnett of | 
Alleghany College, Meadville, moved an amend¬ 
ment that ‘if any white girl in the audience could 

equal Miss M-she be invited to the rostrum.’ ” 

Prof. Day. of AYilmington, who had spoken so 
eloquently iu the afternoon, was then introduced to 
the audience and was reeeived with warm demon¬ 
strations of favor. His address was npon the pro¬ 
gress of liberty, and showed that he was well versed 
in history, especially the history of those struggles 
for freedom which in all ages have convulsed the 
world. Forgetful of the history of the past the Dem¬ 
ocratic party were now standing in the way of the 
enfranchisement of the negro, vainly thinking that 
they were able to dam np the stream of liberty 
which has its fountain-head ia the heart of God. 

Prof. D-was constantly greeted with applause. 

Air. Forten, of the Business Committee, was then 
introduced by the President, who stated that he 
would read the Address of the Ooinmittce, but Air. 

F-said that auotlier matter of greater import¬ 

ance would be brought before the League, and gave 
way to Rev. Fuuset, of Philadelphia who presented 
the following resolution: 

Whereas, The ratification of the Fifteenth I 
Amendmuut to the Constitution may lie set down ns 
n political certainty, and Whereas, the objects and | 
purposes for which the Equal Uiglits League was | 
organized and lias labored, lias been in a great 
measure ncruinpHslicd, and Whereas, if we winihl 
succeed in the political and social world, we I 
must grow with the growth and advance with the 
progress of the times mid people with whom wo 
are surrounded : therefore be it 
Resolved, That the Constitution, Laws, Regula¬ 
tions, etc., of the State Equal Rights League be 

submitted to a Committee of-Tor revision or 

remodeling so as to make it comport with the pres¬ 
ent working and spirit of the Republican party. 

Air. Forten then opened the discussion on flic 
resolution, and ably and eloquently eulogized the 
aims and achievements of the Pennsylvania Equal I 
Rights League. He spoke feelingly on the subject 
of disbanding the organization, and hoped that no 
step in that direction would be taken hastily, but' 
that the matter should be fully and freely dis¬ 
cussed. 

Mr. Alahooey, of Allegheny, opposed the resola-1 
tions, and cited the elections in A'irgiuia and Ten¬ 
nessee to show how the colored men in those 
States had been duped into the support of their 
enemies, by want of a proper understanding ot the 
situation. 

Prof. G. A. Neale of Pittsburg, was then Intro- j 
dneed by Prof. Day as one of the pioneers in the I 
cause of Equal Rights, in this State, and an ardent 
and faithful instructor of youth. Prof. N-pro¬ 

ceeded to give his views on the resolution in a clear 
and forcible manner, and opposed disbandment. 
He offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the resolution providing for the 
appointment of a committee to amend the Constitu¬ 
tion of the State Equal Rights League, be amended 
so us to instruct the Committee to introduce into 
the Constitution those elements which conduce to 
the prosperity of the people. 

Rev. Air. Fanset followed in support of the first 
resolution, and Mr. Forten closed the debate of the 
evening in some well-timed remarks, and suggested 
that AVednesday and AA T ednesday evening be de¬ 
voted to the full discussion of the matter. 

Adjourned at 10 1-2 r. h. to AVednesday morn- 

WEDNESDAY. 

The Convention met on Wednesday morning 10 
o’clock, and after being called to order, was opened 
with a hymn and prayer. 

Minutes of previous sessions were read and ap¬ 
proved. 

The proposition to remodel the Leagne came np 
i order for discussion, and Mr. Hughes, (of the 
Progress of Liberty) took the floor to address the 
Convention. He was interrupted by the Chairman, 
who suggested that the rules in regard to limiting 
the time of each speaker should be enforced. He 
protested against the restriction, but after 
explanations the rules were sustained and he pro¬ 
ceeded to consider the proposition. He opposed 
the change, and stigmatized it as a movement which 
would destroy the vitality and efficiency of the or¬ 
ganization. He insisted eloquently that the organ¬ 
ization should be sustained, and his arguments were 
roundly applauded. 

He was followed by Rev. AY. H. Brown, of Mead¬ 
ville, who favored the change and advocated mak¬ 
ing the League a purely political organization. 

Mr. Mahoney took issue with All’. Brown and 
argued strongly against any change. He 
lowed by Rev. B. AA T . Arnett. He spoke ably and 
eloquently against changing the organie features 
of the organization. Benj. F. Pulpress of Allegheny 
urged that a change was necessary on the ground 
that there was an antagonism between the Church 
and the League. 

Rev. Mr. Peck of Pittsburgh next addressed the 
meeting against making the Leagne a political 
organization. He said lie knew what it was to 
have the right of suffrage taken from him, for lie 
had been a voter in Pennsylvania from 1822 to 1838. 
Then he voted as he pleased. He thought it would 
be well enough to get the right to vote before 


attaching ourselves to any political party. He was 
opposed to the abuse of the Democratic party and 
would vote against joining the Repnblican party 
almost as soon as he would vote against joining the 
Democratic party. The Republican party had 
done the negro good, but they were doing them¬ 
selves good at the same time. 

Mr. Bowser, of Philadelphia, re-read the resolu-

Great things had 
been done by the colored people of the State 
through the Republican party. He referred to 
the change in the laws regarding traveL Colored 
people were no longer forced to travel in smoking 
and emigrant cars when they had paid first-class 
fare. 

Rev. Air. Parent, of Williamsport, spoke briefly 
on the question, when Prof. Neale from the busi¬ 
ness Committee then offered the following resolu¬ 
tions as a substitute for those previously proposed 

Resolved, That a Committee of seven, consisting 
of two members from each of the eastern, middle 
and western sections of the State, together with 
the President, be appointed to draw np such pro¬ 
positions or amendments worthy of being engrafted 
into the Constitution, as may be deemed wise by 
them under the new political status which our peo¬ 
ple will occupy after the ratification of the Fifteenth 
Amendment. 

Resolved, That this Committee be instructed to 
report at the earliest period the Executive Board 
may suggest 

After quite an animated discassion in which 
Alessrs. Forten, Hughes, Neale and others took 
part, the resolutions were adopted unanimously. 

The Business Committee made a lengthy report 
which was received. It was voted that its propo¬ 
sitions should be considered separately. Several 
of these were adopted when the hour of adjourn¬ 
ment (12 1-2 o’clock) arrived. 

Adjourned to 2 o’clock, p. m. 

Convention reassembled at 2 o’clock, AVednesday 
afternoon. The Reports of the Secretaries and 
Treasurer were submitted and approved. Charles 
McCullough, of Philadelphia, was elected Assistant 
Secretary. 

A resolution submitted by the Business Commit¬ 
tee providing for an amendment to the Constitution, 
creating a Bureau in the western as well as in the 
eastern portion of the State, was opposed in a 
strong speech from Mr. Forten. Prof. Neale ad¬ 
dressed the Convention in favor of the resolution, 
but gave way to a motion for re-commitment. 

The following were among the resolutions from 
the Business Committee: 

Whereas, As a people first emerging from the 
thraldom and effects of slnvery ami caste we feel 
that we cannot pass this auspicious moment which 
the present meeting of the P. S. E. R. L. affords, 
without expressing our sentiments respecting 
others who, like ourselves, are and have been suf¬ 
ferers from similar causes; And whereas, AVe 
stand ns a people upon the broad and universal 
platform of popular sovereignty as against class 
legislation ; therefore be it

ments of the people having for their object human 
progress and liberty. 

Resolved, That to the people of Cuba and Ire¬ 
land, in their struggles against the tyranny of their 
countries, we teuder onr sincere anil hearty wishes 
that they may be successful in their earnest ell'orts 
for Liberty and Equality. 

After the transaction of a large amount of| 
private business the League adjourned to meet at; 

Aluseum Hall at 8 o’clock, p. m. 

EVENING SESSION. 

At the hour for reassembling, Museum Ilall was 


tilled with an appreciative audience. Hon. S. 
Newton Pettis, who was present, was, on motion, 
invited to a seat npon the rostrum. 

Rev. Air. Peck moved that the Pennsylvania 
League do recognize the Progress of Liberty as 
its State organ. Carried. 

Quite a discussion aud some laughable confusion 
occurred in the selection of the place at which the 
next meeting of the League shall be held, the 
members having divers opinions and inclinations 
on the subject, bnt those favoring Harrisburg 
finally prevailed, and that city was “ elected,” the 
announcement of the result being greeted with 
loud demonstrations of gratification. 

The President then invited Judge Pettis to ad- 
css the Convention. He responded in a brief | 
but felicitous speech, thanking the Convention for 
the honor of being present and addressing them 
a .d congratulating the colored people of the State 
npon the near approach of the realization of their 
dearest hopes. He regarded the ratification of 
the Fifteenth Amendment as a thing certain and 
determined which it was not in the power of man 
to stay—it had been fore-ordained from the founda¬ 
tion of the world. Judge P.’s remarks were re¬ 
ceived with hearty applause, and on their conclu- 
on he was unanimously tendered a vote of thanks. 
The following resolution was introduced and 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Pennsylvania 
State E. R. League, and our people generally, are 
due, and are hereby cheerfully tendered to Major 
Jno. B. Hays, of the Aleadville Republican, for the 
able, impartial, generous and faithful reports which 
he has given of the proceedings of this Convention. 

AY. D. Forten, Esq., of Philadelphia, the speaker | 
of the evening, then came forward and delivered 
one of the most eloqnent and thrilling addresses | 
we ever listened to. He recounted the patient suf¬ 
fering, the sacrifices and services of the colored 
people in the United States in stirring language 
impossible for us to reproduce, and spoke in glow¬ 
ing terms of the bright and glorious prospects be¬ 
fore them in the immediate future. His speech 
was replete with anecdote, wit, pathos and elo¬ 
quence, and was an effort of which any man in the 
country, white or black, might be prond. His sen¬ 
timents were received with the most rapturous ap¬ 
plause. 

Mr. Bowser then entertained the audience by 
singing “ Vive VAmerica," after which at a late 
hour the Convention went into secret session, and 
soon after adjourned sine die. *

POPULARITY OP MR. BASSETT. 

Haiti, Sept 8.— The story lately circulated that 
an attempt was made to assassinate he Hon. G. H. 
Hollister, ex-Minister to Hayti, at his residence 
near Port-an-Prince, and that threats had also 
been made against the life of Air. Bassett, turns 
out to be totally unfounded with regard to the lat¬ 
ter. Of the former the particulars are given in a 
letter received at this port' from Port-au-Prince, 
dated the 9th of August, and upon the best author¬ 
ity. It appears that Air. Hollister engaged a car¬ 
penter to make some repairs at his residence, near 
Port-au-Prince, and while so employed on the 8th

DRUNKENNESS IN ENGLAND. 

From the N. Y. Erenlng Post. 

At the recent Trades Union meeting in London, 
Alt’. Potter pointed out in forcible words the evil 
inflicted on England by the intemperate use of 
spirits and beer. “Considerthis one tremendous 
fact,” laid Air. Potter: < 

“E-L year upward of £228,000,000 
British nation on intoxicating drink. ‘ i. 
how ffit£h of it is wasted ? How little there is of it that 

not wasted! And this in the land of established 
churches! It consists of money spent in drink ; of waste 
of land, capital and labor, in producing drink ; loss of 
labor and time by destruction and theft, by pauperism, 
destitution, sickness, insanity, premature death, police, 
prosecutions, courts of justice, support of criminals, 
etc. This expenditure would pay off the national debt 
in less than five years, and lessen taxation forever. 
Mark this further. This £228,000,000 yearly ia not re¬ 
productive. Expenditure ought to be for the wealth of 
society and ‘wealth’ought to mean ‘weal,’or well-being. 
It ought to be creative. It comes, then, to this, that 
the mighty army established at the yearly cost of £228,- 
000,000, and laboring and fighting for the disestablish¬ 
ment and disorganization of labor, is really an army ol 
paupers, thieves, or useless persons, maintained at the 
cost of the nation. AYe see now what accounts for the 
million or two of paupers, for lowness of wages, etc. 
we can’t have capital and drink it; we can’t attend 
chiefly to pauper manufactories, and yet expect the other 
factories to flourish ; we can’t expect the laborer to get 
enough corn when— 

•• ‘ Hell ia 60 merry with the harvest home.' ” 

Mr. Potter urged the workmen to “declare 
martial law against drunkenness,” whatever that 
means. He probably meant to urge the unions to 
take np this subject, and use the influence and 
power of tlioir organizations to induce sobriety. 
“There must bo an organization,” he said, 
“ against the beer house and the gin palace ; for 
they destroy all we want to save, and save all we 
want destroyed. They are the causes of pauper¬ 
ism, insanity, bad trade, low wages, dcstrnction of 
raw material, and of capital, health, intellect, 
character. ” 

He is right; and the trades unions, if they are 
to be really and broadly useful, if -they are to in¬ 
fluence society and help to form civilization, 
many of their members hope, must do something 
more than preventing members from working with 
non-members, or attempting to fix wages, or arbi¬ 
trarily deciding upon tbo number of apprentices 
to be employed. 

There has been so far very little statesmanship 
among the trades unions, either here or in Eng- 
huid. 19.1a in due iu part to the fact that in their 
icglnnlng they were employed in the work of self- 
defence and in protesting against what they believed 
to be wrongs. But these societies have now lived 
long enough to undertake some greater work than 
the attempt to regulate wages, and some better 
work than that of patting all their members, good 
workmen witli poor, on the same pay. They ex¬ 
ercise a large influence ; and they ought to nso 
this to make their members more intelligent, to 
iuculcate self-restraint, virtuous aud modest lives, 
and to search out for themselves the true grounds 
of general prosperity. 

To take a singlo instance, the coni miners in 
Pennsylvania have an organization which has 
shown itself to be very strong and powerful. This 
society has defied both the operators and the trans¬ 
portation companies for years, and has been able 
to increase very greatly and unnecessarily the price 
of coal, a necessary of life. But they might have 
achieved far more important results to themselves 
than this. They might have investigated the con¬ 
dition of the mines, and shown that In a great 
many of them—in most of them it is said—the 
workmen are exposed to the same sadden and 
horrible death which overtook the Avondale miners. 
To Bhow up the blunders of the coal miniug 
system would hare been a really beneficial work to 
themselves and to the country; to produce an 
artificial coal famine has not benefited them, bnt 
will this winter create much anxiety and misery in 
the country, among workingmen’s families. 

If trades unions would use their influence and 
power towards the establishment of technical 
schools; if they would take pains to instruct their 
members in a sound and humane political economy ; 
if they would use their organizations to increase 
sobriety, to encourage good workmanship, and to 
make excellence in life and work the great aim o; 
tbeir members, they would be beneficent; as it is 
they are of little nse ; aud the discussions heard at 
their meetings are only discouraging to those who 
really desire to see the mechanics of a nation its 
glory and pride.

A DARK SKIN. 

From the New Bedford Standard. 

In the city of AYashington recently, there was 
some objection made to employing a son of Fred¬ 
erick Douglass in one of the government printing 
offices. Occasionally we notice that a strong preju¬ 
dice prevails outside of Trades Unions and AYash¬ 
ington, and especially in churches, at theatres, in 
travelling conveyances, and at hotels, against the 
dark skin of persons of African descent. AA r e can¬ 
not except our own New England States, or the 
Middle States, as we find this old prejudice against 
the dark skin everywhere, with the exception of 
the old slave States, where there were no obnox¬ 
ious looks, or sneers, towards the African’s dark 
skin. 

Iu England and France a prejudice against the 
color of one’s skin is not known. It is slowly dis¬ 
appearing ia the United States, but ihe question is, 
Will it ever entirely disappear ? 

Frederick Dongiass has often spoken In public 
before attentive thousands of listeners, and his 
thrilling eloquence in behalf of the slaves of the 
Southern States—when they were shackled and 
whipped by permission of the laws of the govern¬ 
ment—shows that a dark skin does not have ai 
jurious effect on the brain ! A man may be as black 
as charcoal, and possess a mind as brilliant and 
sparkling as a diamond. 

Alexander Dumas, the world-renowned French 
author, is not a white man ; his grandmother was 
a pure African negress. At his salons in Paris, 
Dumas has received visits during the last quarter 
of a century, from many of the most distinguished 
personages of that period; he was, too, on the 


most friendly terms with the royal family of Or¬ 
leans, including, of course, the late King of the 

ench. His son, known as “ Dumas fils," is a 
dramatist and novelist of no ordinary ability and 
reputation The father was bom in France in 
1803, and the son in 1824. 

The fine climate of France, or else the polished 
manners of the French people, must exercise a 
favorable influence upon a dark skin, and the heart 
and brains beneath it, as we find in a recent vol¬ 
ume of European travels, by the late Edward 
Gonld Buffum, a long list of distinguished names 
of persons with dark skins. Mr. Bnffam says : 

“Among literary men who are either negroes or 
mulattoes, are Eugene Chapas, a native of Guadaloupe, 
a pleasing and refined writer, at present the principal 
editor of the Paris journal, Le Sport Francois; M. Feli- 
cien Mallefille, a romancer and dramatist; M. Auguste 
Lacausade, a distinguished poet, chevalier ot the Legion 
of Honor, and principal editor of the Rerue Europeenne; 
If. Victor Sejonr, a native ot New (Orleans, a dramatic 
author of considerable celebrity, and an officer of the 
Legion of Honor; M. Alelvil Bloneourt, a most agree¬ 
able, pleasing writer, whose articles appear in the Cour¬ 
ier du Pimanche, the Siede, and the Journal des Econo- 
/nisle#j in which he has recently published a remarkable 
article upon Hayti. The founder or the Journal des- 
Ecoies, M. Bloneourt, while sUD a student, defended 
the cause of the enfranchised slaves against the 
colonial reaction; he has recently written for the Bi¬ 
ographic Universelle the lives of celebrated men of 
color in all countries. M. Caraby, of New Orleans, is 
one of the most brilliant advocates of the bar of Paris. 
M. AVhite, of Cnba, the son of a negress, received the 
first prize as a violinist from the Conservatoire de Mu- 
sique, in 1856. M. de la Nox, also the professor of a 
first prize from the Conservatoie, is a pianist of great 
skill and celebrity. In the French army, at this time, 
are several men of color; among them M. Virgile, of the 
Ecole Polytechnique, colonel of artillery, and chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor; M. Lazare de Lance, captain 
of cuirassiers; M. Guillot Roux, captain of zouaves; 
M. Bouscaren, lieutenant In the line; M. Bcville, lieu¬ 
tenant of hussars; and M. Bores, captain in the French 
navy.” The ecclesiastical profession also contains many 
men of distinction. This is a remarkable list.” 

In the colleges at Rome there have been many 
distinguished scholars who had African blood in 
their veins, and some who were pure Africans. 

Why should a wide-spread prejudice exist in the 
Northern States of this country against such a 
class of men? The celebrated sculptress, Miss 
Edmonia Lewis, was recently travelling in the 
western portion of New York, and made applica¬ 
tion at two first-class hotels, in a large city, for 
accommodations, bnt she was rudely repulsed, and 
was compelled to go forth in the evening, a wan¬ 
derer. Happening to stale her case to a clergyman, 
ho at once kindly received her into liis own house, 
and the next day, Afis3 Lewis proceeded on her 
| journey, to be again insisted, of course, iu some 
other city on account of the durk skin that God 
gave to her. It is a pitiful truth ! 

Frederick Douglass we all know by name and 
reputation, and tens of thousands can bear witness 
to his glowing eloquence, to biB gentlemanly man-1 
acre, to liis commanding influence. Ho luis u son 
who is a compositor, and that son was recently not 
allowed to work for an honest living in the city of| 
Washington, nominally bocanso ho was not u 
member of the Printers’ Union, bnt in reality on 
account of his dark skin ! Why should young 
Douglass be forbidden his inalienable right, as an 
American born citizen, to pnrauo his trade ? 

If young Douglass should hereafter be tempted 
througli poverty to commit a crime against the 
laws of his country, certain white Americans will 
be morally guilty of such act. 

Again wc ask, will the time ever arrive, when no 
more notice will be taken of a bluek skin, or a 
yellow skin, than a white skin ? 

Did not God make of “ one blood ” all the nations 
ol' the eartli ? The Ethiopian cannot change his 
skin, nor the leopard his spots—the African’s skin 
anil the leopard’s spots are equally beautiful iu the 
sight of God! 

TI1E KU-KLUX-KLAN IN TENNESSEE. 

WHIPPING NEGRO PREACHERS. 

AVe have had occasion, says the Memphis Post, 
to report Kn-KInx violence to some extent since 
the election. The instances were most numerous I 
in Middle Tennessee. Bat it now appears that 
West Tennessee is to have a full share. Air. Ether¬ 
idge’s home comes in among the lead. Great diffi¬ 
culty has been experienced in starting colored 
schools in Weakley County. At last two well- 
reputed colored men were found who would under¬ 
take the school—opened it, had a large attendance ; 
the County Superintendent, Directors, and other 
gentlemen of the county visited the cariosity and 
pronounced it altogether doing a wide and public 
benefit The personal character of the teachers 
was well spoken of Air. Etheridge lived in the 
town, and though showing no special interest in 
the school was considered on the whole friendly. 
There was some violent talk, bnt all otherwise went 
on well until Thursday night, Sept 2, when men 
disguise to the number of a dozen or so, called at 
the house where the teachers were boarding, found 
them In bed, put ropes round their necks and took 
them a distance from town, telling them they were 
the men who hung the colored men a few days be¬ 
fore, declaring that their fathers had not educated 
them, and would not pay a tax to educate niggers, 
whipped them most cruelly, aud warned them to 
leave town, and let them start away, when the 
teachers, going a little distance at a walk, began to 
run, and the men fired their revolvers at them. 
What excuse will be offered ? Disfranchisement ? 
That is past Radical rale ? They declare they 
have put an end to that AYliat then ? Is it any¬ 
thing more than a deep, deadly hatred to the ne¬ 
gro, and the determination that he shall not rise 
above the ignorance and degradation of his old 
condition of slavery. The responsibility passes 
from Radicals. Conservatives must now show their 
hand in enforcing law, and securing life, liberty, 
industry, education, or surrender the field. 

MASKERS ON A TRAIN. 

The Nashville Press of Monday has the follow¬ 
ing : A gentleman informed us that when the train 
stopped at Fort Hampton, on the Tennessee and 
Alabama Railroad, near the Alabama line, on Sat¬ 
urday morning, about 10 o’clock, some twenty men, 
masked, aud robed in black gowns, with high 
peated hats, rode up on horses covered with the 
same material, and inquired if a certain man was 
on the train, whom they said they were in search of. 
The individual was not on the train, and the train 
left without interruption. The robes and masks 
Of the disguised men appeared to be of one piece, 
the masks having largo- holes cut in them. The 
maskers spoke civilly to the bystanders, and seemed 
to be entirely at home. The K. K. K.s don’t 
seem to be disbanded in that locality yet. No in¬ 
formation was given as to the offense which the 
obnoxious individual was charged with, and which 
was of so flagrant evil as to require the services of 
men disguised like assassins or burglars to bring 


to justice. Justice never wears a mask or uses a 
poisened dagger. 


VICTIMS OF THE MADHOUSE. 

ANOTHER CASE—IMPRISONMENT OF A CITIZEN OF NEW 
YORK A REMARKABLE NARRATIVE.

I’to 1 h . av ® bee “ an inmate of the Bloomingdale 
Insane Asylum lor the past three months or more 
and was yesterday regnlarly discharged in the 

Judge , McGunn ’ 1 desire, for the 
benefit of the public, and particularly for the sake 
of those who have friends now confined in that

tnends there, to describe the manner in which mv 
incarceration was effected, how I was treated while 
there, and the mode of treatment to which the uu- 
lortonates who surronnded me were subjected. 

Belore going further, let me sav that I have been 
engaged in the City of New York, both as clerk 
and on my own account, for the better part of the 
last twenty years, and up to the 8th of June last 
was actively engaged on my own account in the 
twine business at No. 31" Pear! street. 

Up to that time, 1 believe no fault had e ver been 
lound with my manner of conducting bnSffiess by 
any person witli whom I have had anv connection, 
and np to that time I was the mainstav of my Bid- 
owed mother and sister. Business caused mv 
absence from home on the evening of the 7th of 
Jane, and on the following morning, nnon return¬ 
ing to my house to breakfast, I found two strange 
men there.

In the conversation which I had 
with this young man, I stated to him a matter, of 
which he was unaware, in regard to certain rela¬ 
tives who resided in Alassachnsetts. 

This matter—which was something that had evi¬ 
dently been kept concealed from him, and B-as con¬ 
cerning an affair that I had greatly at heart—is the 
only reason that I can assign for the treatment 
which I have subsequently received. 

I After a short conversation with the two men 
whom I found at my house on the 8th of June, I 
went out with them, at their request, and was taken 
by them to the Station-bonse in that precinct, where 
I remained until 12 o’clock, when I was removed 
to the Police Court at the City Hall in Brooklyn. 
Tho only persons that I had ever seen before,' at 
the Conrt, were my brother aud one other gentle¬ 
man with whom I had a slight acquaintance. There 
was but one Alagistrate on the Bench, and no tes¬ 
timony taken that I could perceive, unless general 
| conversations might be called such ; at all evenls, 
what I had to say in my own belmir certainly I,ail 
no B-eight with the Alagistrate. I asked for ail ex¬ 
amination. and that 1 might have counsel, and sug¬ 
gested the name of Mr. Evatls whom I wished To 
employ. 

After these proceedings B-ere over in Court. I 
B-as placed in a carriage, and was nccompunicd by 
two strangers and my brother. It was stated to mo 
before entering the carriage that we were to go 
and see Air. Evarts, ami as wo drove to Hie upper 
part of this City I bus informed that he lived up 
town, and that wo would call at liis house. Beiug, 
as I believed, in a perfectly sane state of mind, l 
was fully an-are that I was being taken to tho In¬ 
sane Asylum, and finding tho poweragalnst me too 
strong for me to resist, I qnietly submitted. This 
deception as to tho Lunatic Asylum being Mr. 
Evarts’ residence was attempted to bo kept up un¬ 
til we actually reached the door. 

I was taken in, introduced to Dr. Brofl-n, the 
Superintendent, and soon found ravsell an inmate 
of the Asylum, in the midst ol crazy people. 

As I have been deprived of proving my sanity 
in Court by the fact that I was discharged from 
the Asylum after a writ of haljeascorpus luu\ been 
token out in my behalf, and before the return day, 
I can only assert that I am sane hob-, was sane iu 
the time I was taken there, and was of perfectly 
sound mind and memory during the whole time I 
remained there. With this assertion I will pro¬ 
ceed to describe my treatment and that ot' those 
urotind me. As illustrating the state of mind 
which those who placed me there must have con¬ 
sidered me in, 1 will say that, shortly after 1 ar¬ 
rived at the Asylnm, I bus requested 'to draw my 
check for some money whieli 1 had then in bank, 
and ol' course, being in the Insane Asylum, I de¬ 
clined. 

[Our correspondent, Mr. Frotliinghara, here en¬ 
ters npon a derailed description of the conduct of 
the Asylnm; bnt we omit this portion of his letter, 
as B’e do not consider it bears upon the vital point 
in his case and in similar cases. — Ed, 7’imcs.f 

Prior to the time 1 notified the Warden that I 
had given directions to some of mv business ac¬ 
quaintances to employ counsel in mv behalf, I had 
not received in all more titan three or four visits 
from the superintending physician of the institu¬ 
tion, but was left to tiie charge, observance aud 
occasional visits of two yonng gentlemen who B'ere 
called his deputies. When visited by the superin¬ 
tending physician, I tried to get him to state to me 
what there was in my appearance, manner or lan¬ 
guage which indicated aberation of mind, but was 
never able to hold him in conversation long enough 
to receive a reply. 

The Committee who occasionally visited the in¬ 
stitution are probably men of the highest respect¬ 
ability and standing as merchants,"and knowing 
nothing about insane people, depended entirely 
upon the physician’s statements in regard to the 
inmates, and looked upon a person confined in 
such an asylum very much as a person looks at an 
individual coufined in prison. 

After notice had reached Dr. Brown that legal 
proceedings had actually been instituted, I discov¬ 
ered that I was really of some importance in the 
place, and on Sunday last was quife overpowered 
with the frequency of his visits. At that time I 
had not received notice that the writ of habeas 
corpus had been allowed, nor was it mentioned to 
me, although it had been served the night before. 
His principal efforts in these conversations was 
directed toward inducing me to forego legal pro¬ 
ceedings. On Monday morning I reeeived a note, 
Bhich my counsel, Mr. ToBnsend, had seat me on 
Saturday night, when the writ was served, witli the 
information that I might .leave the institution if I 
desired. Unfortunely, I left, and thus, uninten¬ 
tionally, defeated my aim of having a public inves¬ 
tigation. To remedy my error, if possible, by the 
advice of my counsel, I returned immediately and 
slept there each night until discharged, but the 
institution availed itself in Conrt of pleading my 
acceptance of my discharge from the institution on 
Monday, and giving me no cbauce except through 
the public journals of presenting my case. 

I have not mentioned the names of individuals to 
whom I most attribute my incarceration, or the 
motives /which induced them to act. All this will 
appear in the proceedings I am about to institute.

until, at the very time that slaves were being sold 
by auction in Liverpool and London, and when he 
could not find a single lawyer who agreed with his 
opinion, he boldly exclaimed, “ God be thanked! 
there is nothing in any English law or statute that 
can justify the enslaving of others. ” 

Granville Sharp in his boyhood a linen draper’s 
apprentice, and afterwards a clerk in the Ordnance 
Department of England, one day, in the surgery of 
his brother, saw a negro named Jonathan Strong, 
lame, unable to work, almost blind, very ill, and 
turned adrift in the streets of London, by his mas¬ 
ter, a lawyer in Barbadoes. The assistance of 
Granville Sharp, and of his brother William, the 
surgeon, restored Jonathan Strong to health, and 
obtained for him a situation. Two years afterwards 
the Barbadoes lawyer recognized his slave, strong, 
healthy, and valuable, serving as a footman behind 
a lady’s carriage, and he arrested the negro, and 
put him in prison, until there should be an oppor¬ 
tunity to ship him for the West Indies. 

Mr. Sharp appealed to the Lord Mayor, who, al¬ 
though he decided that he was incompetent to deal 
with the legal question of the black’s freedom re¬ 
leased Strong, because there was no offence charged 
against him. And then—it was in 1167—now a hun¬ 
dred years ago—then began the protracted move¬ 
ment in England in favor of the slave.
